This letter regards your April 9, 2018 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request (EPA-HQ-2018-006364) 
asking for the records of various EPA officials related to "'hiring under the authority contained in the Safe 
Drinking Water Act of persons in "administratively determined' positions.''
